THE KEHTUCKT TEACHERS’ AB80C1ATI0H. 

Third Dny^ Proceedings. 

Last evening the annual meeting of the Ken- 
tucky Association of Teachers was concluded 
with an address by Prof. William.^, of Harrods- 
burg. We regret that more of our citizens did 
not hear this brilliant, beautiful, and eloquent ef- 
fort. It would have been worthy of any of our 
first orators. The addresses will, we are happy 
to state, be published in full, in the first issue of 
the “Kentucky Family Journal.” Such ia the ti- 
tle the Association has adopted for its weekly peri- 
odical. A more appropriate and effective name 
might have been adapted. 

Yesterday morning the election of officers was 
held, resnlting as follows: 

President— E. AlforS Grant, Frankfort. 

Vice Presidents— J. A. Williams, Harrodsburg; 
Noble Butler, Louisville; Prof. Jewrv, George- 
town; Rev. F. Scott, Danville; W. H.’ McDonald, 
Unisville; S. Prettyman, Louisville; Prof. Trim- 
ble, Shelbyville; President Waller, Shelbyville; 
T. R. Palmer, Shelbyville. 

\ eaterday afternoon there was an interesting 
and somewhat protracted discussion upon the ques- 
tion: 55 hat is the best method for moral training in 
schools* Besides others who addressed the Asso- 
ciation, Rev. Mr. Heywood, of this city, by invita- 
tion, made some most capital remarks. He thought 
that the example of the teacher was the best mode 
possible. Prof. Josiah Bliss, of New Albonv, also 
participated in the discussion. 

Thi.s meeting of the Associotion has been one of 
particular interest, and we regret that there were 
not more representatives from different sections 
of the State. It has demonstrated the ability of 
the instructors of our commonwealth, and guar- 
antees the promotion and welfare of the cause of 
education. 

From California. 

The New Orleans papers of Friday contain de- 
tails of the Galifornia news to Dec. 6th, received 
by the Quaker Gity riVj the Tehuantepec route- 
In addition to what was telegraphed we take 
these items : 

[From the San Francisco Bulletin of Dec. «ih.] 

Mcbdirs. — T wo murders have lately been com 
mitted in Columbia, Tuolumne county. On the 
20th November. Joel N. McDonald, au ex-police- 
uiap, was killed by two robbers whom he was 
trying to obtain evidence against to procure their 
conviction. They suspected his intention, and 
shot him through the head while he was passing 
through a narrow street with them in the night 

On November 89th, at 11 o'clock at night, con- 
stable John Leary, of Columbia, saw a couple of 
thieves enticing a drunken man into a back alley, 
.'^specting foul play, be watched them, and when 
the rascals were consummating their villainy, he 
sprang upon them and .seized one by the throat. 

I inniediately both of the scoundrels drew revol- 
vers and shot the constable through, killing him 
outright. Another officer beard the shots, and 
pursued the assassins, tiring upon them as they 
fled. One wa.s wounded aud captured. The other 
escaped. Three other persons, supposed to be 
coutederates, were arrested, aud lodged in Jail. 
Afterwards, a number of citizens took the mur- 
tlerer, whose name was Parrott, from the jail, 
;ind hung him up summarily. Two otficers mur- 
dered on their streets in the’ course of a few days 
was more than they could stand. 

Arrival of U. S. Sloi>f-of-55'.vb 5'axdalia — 
Battle with the Fejeb Islanders.— On the 
8d in.st., the U. S. sloop-of-wur 5'andalia, 
Lieut. J. H. Brown, executive otficer, arrived here 
from the Fejee islands via Tahiti. 5Vhile the Vunda- 
lia was at Ovolau, in the Fejee islands, inforinalion 
wa,s communicated to Com'^r Sinclair, by the Con- 
sul at Levuku, that the inhabitants of Lomati, on 
the island of \V aya — a tribe of ferocious cannibals 
— had surprised a small vessel, and murdered, 
cooked, and eaten the crew. Thereupon an ex- 
pedition, consisting of sixty men, was fitted out, 
placed in charge ol Lieut. Caldwell, with Lieut. 
Ramsey, of the .Marines, assistant surgeon Trist, 
and master’s mate Bartlett, and sent against them. 
The natives refusing to give up the murderers 
and taking advantage of their strong position, (a 
town situated upon the top of a high mountain, 
sixteen hundred feet above the level of the sea,) 
to defy the party sent against them, and a laud- 
ing was effected at daylight on the morniug after 
reaching the island, and after a moat fatiguing 
march of several hours over declivities, precipices, 
rocks, and through lavines, the expedUiou arrir- 
etl op^iosite the town. A long halt was mode to 
refresu the men, who were almost exhausted by 
their exertions. 

After resting, the town was assaulted and car- 
ried by a flank movement, the natives fleeing to 
the rucks and fastnesses ; the town was nearly 
destroyed, 115 hon.ses having been tired and con- 
sumed. On the return of the expedition they 
were attacked in the most furious manner in one 
o! the ravines, by 800 warriors, who were repuls- 
ed with a heavy loss, after a severe action of about 
half an hour, the natives losing nearly fifty in 
killed and wounded, including two of their prin- 
cipal chiefs. The Americans had six wounded, 
one man very severely. The seamen aud marines 
ooliaved in the most gallant manner. The ano- 
maly of their situation, (attacking a powerful and 
courageous mountain tribe in their fastnesses.) 
not moving them, except, perhaps, to more steady 
und daring conduct. The tribe has been taught 
a severe les.son, and one that will not be lost on 
the tribes of their vicinity. The Americans mur- 
dered and eaten were Louis Brower, a Prussian, 
naturalized, and Henry Homer, of New York. 



Soathern Pacific Bailroad. 

The fraudulent stock question appears to have 
occupied a large share of the alieution of the 
Southeru Pacific Railroad Gonvention, at New 
Orleans. On the third day the following report, 
made by the committee ou bona tide stock, was 
adopted: 

The only rule, iu their opinion, which could be 
applicable to the issuance of the stock, is the one 
pointed out by the law. If stock be issued by 
competent anthoritv indue form, for valuable con- 
sideration, it is valid and must be bona fide. It 
matters not whether the consideration be money, 
chattels, real estate or services ; whatever may 
have been accepted by competent authority, as 
good and sufficient consideration, must be con- 
sidered os ralable in law. 

The transfer of stock must be in accordance 
with the by-laws of the company. If there should 
be any certificates that were issued fraudulently, 
the stock represented by such would be null and 
void iu the bands of the first holder, but if such 
certificates should be transferred, for good con- 
sideration, to third parties, who bad no knowl- 
edge of such fraud, a.s between such third parties 
and the company, or all other stockholders, such 
stock must he held to he valid, as also in the 
hands of any other innocent holder. 

On the fourth day the following resolutions were 
adopted: 

Beeoleed, That the avowed and proper object of 
this convention is to raise money to re-obtain pos- 
session of our railroad from the new company, 
and that from this time its time and attention 
shall be devoted to that object only to the exclu- 
sion of all personal explanations. 

JUeolved, That we feel perfect confidence in the 
integrity and ability of our present president and 
officers to effect this object and conduct this road 
to completion. j 

Resolved, That stockholders of five per cent, 
stock are requested, and advised, to advance as a 
loan forthwith to the company fifty cents on each 
share of his stock. 

Retolved, That in cases where stockholders pre- 
fer to donate to the companv one half of the hilly 
paid stock owned by them, it will be accepted by 
them; and upon such donation and surrender of 
said stock, they will not be expected to make any 
loan on the stock of the same character retained 
by them. 

Retolved, That those who have stock partially 
paid be requested to pay op the balance imme- 
diately.

Editors Louinilli tJourier: —Twelve years ago, 
the hunter, or the passing traveler, who chanced 
in bis wanderings to find himself upon the plateau 
between the mountains and the spot where this 
city DOW stands, saw before him only an arid 
plain, upon which even the Indian hod declined 
to erect bis lodge. The antelope and other game 
fled, scared, before him ; and he fled, also, from 
the seemingly inhospitable region, where the 
want of rain, the intense heat of the sun, or the 
severe cold of the winter, rendered it almost a 
desert. If the rains brought oat a second crop 
of grass, it was soon scorched up, and the light 
and thirsty soil became the sport ot winds, which 
whirled it in clouds over the plains, even as it 
does to-day, rendering out-door labor exceedingly 
disagreeable. 

Eleven years ago to-day, there slowly emerged 
from the cannon behind the city a weary train of 
men, women and children, escaping from perse- 
cution, having been driven like dust in the tem- 
|Mfst, to and fro. They were seeking a resting 
place, and hoping that in a foreign country they 
might find quiet. From the mouth of that canon, 
they looked upon the broad valley spread out 
fore them, and resolved here to erect their homes. 
They were in an unoccupied region, unexplored, 
except by the hunters, whose knowl^ge was con- 
fined to their own class. The emigrants came d‘»wn 
into the valley, aud pitched their campA They 
stuck their plows into the dry earth. It was like 
ashes, and rose i.n circling clouds about their 
heads. The.'e was not a tree nor a bush visible 
upon the plains. All nature looked naked, cheer 
less and repulsive. But there was a running 
stream of clear mountain water, which would sup- 
ply all their necessities, and the canons would af 
foKl timber. That band of weary wretches, flee- 
ing as if “from the wrath to come.” went to work, 
and the result of their accumulated labor is now 
spread out here, the wonder of the beholder, t.he 
envy of the nation; and the attention of the world 
is drawn to the scenes taking place in it. 

The city is near the hoi,e of the mountains, upon 
a plain sloping to the south wesA It is laid out 
into generous blocks, with wide streets, intersect- 
ing each other ut right angles. Water courses 
are arranged to siip^v each side of the stride is 
with water from the mountains, sulficient lor the 
use of families, and also fur the irngutiou of gar- 
dens. The tableau of the city and surrounding 
country is very tine, and embraces a great vari- 
ety ol scenery. The houses are all of adobe*, 
many of them large two-story residences, and' 
built with reference to the peculiar families of 
.Mormons. There arc great quantities of fruit 
trees — peach aud apple— raisol from seetl. The 
peach H most abundant, but the varieties are in- 
ferior. There are al.s,-» many omameatai trees. 

These trees are all of young growth, but the pro- 
luito i.s that iu a few ye’urs the whole citv will bear 
a tint of lively green from the forests thit wdl 
throng the waysides. 

Since my arrival iu this Territory, 1 have been 
so busy with affairs appertainiug to mi self, 
that I have not had time to po.st you up U|>oii 
affairs of a public or private nature.' Eve. since 
my arrival here, I have been a cl-ise observer ol 
the peculiar characteristics ol the .Mormoiw, and 
have learLed many things usually kept secret from 
the Gentiles, i a name used by tlic Mormon i to 
designate all {ler-ions who do not belong to the 
Church of the Latter D.iy SainU). 

I find that polygamy exists to a greater degree 
in this city and Territory, than from all the pub- 
lished accuunts one would he !cd to suppose.— 
Indeed, it is a mailer of much »urpri.-c to me to 
see the apparent happiness and content of the nu- 
merous wives of the Saint.s. S*'ou alter inv arri- 
val in the city, I went to hoard with a person who 
wa.s the happy husband of ele« wU wives, all of 
whom were living in the sain.t bouse. The oldest 
of the dock was about twenty -eight years of age, 
while the youngest could not possibly be over 
thirteen. The head of this interesting flock waa 
a man of about thirty-five years of age, and the 
father of thirty-four “little respoasihiiiticA” I 
also learn from g.iod authority that Brigham 
Voung has seventy-two wives, forty-three of whom 
are aged widow ladies, having no means of sup 
)Kjrt, and were “sealed ’ t i t ie' “Pre.iident,” who 
supports them at hi.<i mansion in elegant style. — 
HebtrG. Kimball, Bishop Hooper, Hugh Kvans, 
eUi., have each twenty; while almost every per- 
son who is able to support them, has a pluraiiiy. 
Une thing exists in this city tuat cannot be fouiid 
in any otner city in the world, although the town 
CQutains over twenty thousand inhabitants— there 
i.s not a single brothel, and not a single woman 
walks the streets. 

The women seem to be perfectly content wUh 
their lot, aud look upon all Gentiles as reptiles 
that should be shunned as should any other c jn 
tominatiug influence. 

The Gircuit Court, Judge Liuclair, presiding, is 
in session, and seems to have a deal of business. 
You have no doubt read the Judge’s charge to the 
Grand Jury, os 1 sent you a copy. By it you wilj 
see the position held by him in relation to the 
treasonable practices of the Mormon leotlers. 51r. 
Wilson, the U. S. District Attorney, relused to 
prosecute any bills that might be brought against 
the Mormons fur such offences, alleging that the 
President’s pardon covered tue entire ground, 
and he could not, and would not, go behind it. — 
The Judge, upon learning this fact, told the 
grand inquest that they bad done their duty, and 
i:e bad dune hi.s, and that the responsibility of 
such a proceeding should rest with the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. 

The state of affairs existing iu this Territory is 
truly alarming. The town is filled with thieves, 
murderers, aud gamblers. Since my arrival here, 
three prominent Gentiles have mysteriously dis- 
appeared, two of whom are known to have been 
murdered by the Mormons. The offenders have 
not been arrested, although they are well known, 
and occupy proinineut positions. Une of the 
Grand Jury tells me that he is determined tu 
bring them tojustice. 

The Grand Jury say that they are bound to 
have Brigham Young appear before them —a pro- 
cea-i which Brigham declares he shall resist. — 
Judge Linclair declares that he shall come when 
wanted, if he has to coll the entire army to his aid. 
So look out for wunn times soon.

The Jaffa Outrage. 

A very interesting dispatch to Secretary Tou- 
cey, from Commodore Lavaleite, on board the U. 

S. steam-frigate \5' abash, dated at Beirut, Syria, 
is published, in which he rehearses the action 
taken by him in urging the punishment of the 
criminals who, some lime aiuce, committed the 
outrages at the house of Mr. Dickson, near Jaffa^ 
and murdered .Mr. Steinbeck — the circumstances 
of which occurrences must he fresh iu the minds 
of the readers of the Times. He states that four 
of the perpetrators of the outrage were in prison 
at Beirut, who all declare-J that a fifth, who was 
still at large, committed the murder. The guilt 
of the four in custody has been verbally declared 
by the Court, but, according to the laws of Turkey, 
it was improper to proceed to their sentence and 
puniahment until the trial and conviction of the 
fifth. The Pacha, however, waa induced, after 
considerable hesitation, to depart from the rule 
under protest, and measures were taken to have 
the testimony and the documents in the ca.se of 
the four under conviction forwarded to the Sultan, 
who alone can pass sentence in such coses. The 
visit of the Wabash to the coast of Syria was 
exerting a good influence otherwise, especially 
among the principal men of the native lawless 
tribes which inhabit tha mountainous region 
back from the coast, who, attracted by the guns 
when tiring salutes, had visited the vessel with 
their retinues, and returned with impreosiona that 
the rights of American citizens could not be out- 
raged with impunity.

Thev are ch.orged with being mem- 
bers of the Pb^nix Society, aud that the inform a 
tions have been sworn againstithem bv one of tbnir 
own body, , the olil story, a person named .Sulli- 
van. The object of this confederation of fools ia 
said to have been f»r the purpo.se ot obtainiug an 
invasion of Ireland by Amencan til li busters. The 
todowing dispatch, dated C< rk, on the night of th« 
7th, gives a few extra particulars: 

“Fifteen young men w'ere to-day committed to 
the Cork county jail on a charge of being con- 
nected with the illegal society, coileil the ‘Pboeuix 
C'iub.’ They are pnneipsHy’ from Skibbert'OQ aad 
its neighborhood, 'lud all seem to belong to claoa- 
es above the common peasantry, being well-dress 
ed, intelligent-looking and apparently well-edu- 
cated. Their names are: .Murty Downing, Jero- 
miob Donovan, Murty Moynehou, Daniel McCar- 
thy, Jeremiah Dn.-tcoll, Eugeue McCarihr, Deanu 
Downing, Timothy Diigaa, Patrick Downing, 
James Stark, Th-omaa O’Nheo, Wm. O’Brien, Jsm- 
miah Gulnare, Dennis SuiliVan and Timothv 
McCarthy. Three of them are said to be clerks Jf 
a Well-known solicitor oi high standing in Skib- 
bereen; another is a clerk in a brewery; and all of 
them of some occupation or pursuit which iudi- 
Cates the possession of at least a good Engliah 
education. What the naUr^e of the evidence 
against them i« bos not transpired, as whatever 
investigation took place has been private, bat 
there seems to be little doubt that, in the western 
point of the county of Cork, this illegal club or 
society counts a great many members, and the 
authorities there have been tor the last fow 
montb.s ou the qui vite. It appears, also, that 
the prisoners are charged with illegal drilling 
with fire arms, pikes, and other weapone, so that 
their designs, however foolish and insane, must he 
of a treasonable and wicked character, and re- 
quire the exerci.se of energy and vigilenue on the 
part of the authorities to supresa them before 
serious mischief may arise from them.” 
p^TThe Opinione of Turin, statee, from Lombar- 
dy, that the greatest activity reigns in the areeoel 
of 5'enice; that the number of workmao there hae 
been doubled, and that warlike stores of aH sorts 
are being brought m. It adds that several ar- 
reste have taken place at Milan, and that sevea- 
taen students have beew arrestod at Parts, where 
several houses have been searched for arnaa, muy 
of which have beeu seized. The garrison hee 
been increased by a field battery. 

It has already been stated that the Arehdeke 
Charles Louis, brother to theEmpererof Aoecria, 
latelv visiteil the Pope. The Upmiooe states 
that be is formally intrusted with a political mis- 
xioa, the object of which is to obtain permiaatea 
from the Pope to occupy seme new points of the 
Legation with .\ustnaa troops, in order to be 
prepared against an outbreak. 

It is aflirmed that the Sardinian Oevemmeat 
has sent to its Diplomatic Agents abroad a euvo- 
lor relative to the rumors of a war with Austria, 
declaring that nothing whatever hitherto has 
arisen to confirm such assertions. This cireolar, 
at the same time, is represented to say that if con- 
siderable modificatioas do not shortly take piaoe 
in the Government of other paru of Italy, it will 
be iinpoeaible to look for tranquilitv.

Commodore Paulding, on the bth of May last, 
aJdres.sed a letter to the .Secretary of the Navy, 
covering docuiiienta from General .Furez iintl the 
President of Nicaragua, relieving him of all 
blame and resjionsibility in landing at Punt i 
Arenas for the arrest of Wm. Walker and his 
lawles.s followers. The first is* dated at Loon, 
March 29, ISof, saying that Commodore Paulding' .s 
conduct was received by the Government of that 
Republic, and by the peo]de of Nicaragua, willi 
much satibfaction, because it exi.ressed a signi;l 
rebuke of aggression so cold an«l unjust ou the 
rights and territory of Nicaragua. 

Jurez says that tlianks are due, and are tender- 
ed, for the motives by which Com. Paulding was 
actuated. 

The second letter is dated at Nicaragua, March 
.‘U, Is.SS, written by direction of the ‘ priests ot 
Nicaragua, in which it is .said tliat Wm. Walker, 
with a mob of bighwayiiien, iuvuded Nicaragii i 
tor the purpose of trani|iliiig under foot the nriu- 
cijdcs of humanity and justice, ou which juihhc 
law rejmses.
